They 
arrived here yesterday aboard the 
Coast Guard Cutter Bibb and were 
met by 138 cameramen and news- 
men. 

The survivors were unanimous 
in praise of the heroic crew of 
the Bibb who risked their lives 
in the raging cold waters of the 
Atlantic, 840 miles off Newfound- 
land, to bring every Man, woman 
and child to safety. 

Plane’s Pilot Praised. 

The passengers also lauded the 
landing of the plane among 40- 
foot waves by Capt. Charles Mar- 
tin’ 33 years old, of Miami, Fila., 
as “a major achievement.” 

Some 10,000 persons lined the 
docks of Boston harbor as the 
Bibb steamed to its berth, a bat- 
tered housebroom flying from the 
mast—the seamen’s sign of “all's 
well—all hands safe.” 

Charges of overcrowding, lack 
of safety belts and sleeping ar- 
rangements aboard the Bermuda 
Sky Queen weré made by most 
survivors,

Assails Elections Plan—

Troops From Greece. 


_ NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (UP)— 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky of Russia today 
formally opposed the United 
_States’s Korean independence 
plan and appealed to the full 
United Nations General Assembly 
to shake off American “intimida- 
tion” and order foreign military 
personnel out of Greece. 

In a new attack on the United 
States, he called on the U.N. to 
scrap the American-sponsored res- 
olution for a Balkans “watchdog” 
commission, find the United States 
and Britain responsible for the 
strife in Greece and clamp U.N. 
controls on the American anti- 
Communism aid to the Greek Gov- 
ernment. 

Vishinsky denounced the Amer- 
iean proposal for U. N.-supervised 
elections in Korea as a plot to 
“hold elections in Korea on the 


Greek model” under domination of | 


American armed forces. “Really,” 
he exclaimed, “bad examples are 
infectious.” 

“Reaction” in Greece Charged. 

He charged the western powers 
already have installed “reaction” 
in Greece through similar elec- 
tions, and their success has “in- 
spired” Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall to try the same tech- 
nique in Korea, 

Marshall has asked the Assem- 
bly at this session to recommend 
élections in both Soviet and Amer- 
ican occupation zones of Korea 
with a U.N. commission to ob- 
serve. The elections would estab- 
lish a Korean legislature to pre- 
pare for independence and nego- 
tiate with the big powers for the 
withdrawal of Soviet and Ameri- 
can forces. 

Russia has proposed, instead, 
early withdrawal of both occupa- 
tion forces without preliminaries. 
In Washington the State Depart- 
ment announced today the United 
States had formally rejected Rus- 
sia's proposal. The department 
said Russian Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov was informed that this 
question “must be considered an 
integral part” of the proposed 
solution submitted by the United 
States to the U.N. 

Defeated overwhelmingly in the 
Assembly's 57-nation Political 
Security Committee, Vishinsky 
asked the Assembly in planary 
session to reconsider his oft- 
‘gejected Soviet plan for ordering 
foreign troops out of Greece and 
having a U.N. commission assume 
supervision of all outside aid to 
the Greeks. He again assailed the 
Balkans “watchdog” commission 
proposal, which is before the As- 
sembly after approval by the Po- 
litica] Committee. 

The Soviet bloc has announced 
@ general boycott of the proposed 
commission on ground it is “il- 
legal” and Russia and Poland 
have refused to sit on the com- 
mission. 

The United States was confident 
that its resolution would muster 
the necessary two-third Assembly 
majority of those present and 
voting. 

Czechs Again Turn Down Seat. 

Before the Balkans debate, 
Czechoslovakia forestalled maneu- 
vers to put it forward again as 
a compromise candidate accept- 
able to Russia and the western 
powers in the deadlock for the 
Security Council seat which Po- 
land will vacate after this year. 
The formal Czechoslovak rejection 
came after two new ballots failed 
to return a winner in the contest 
between India and the Soviet 
Ukraine for the seat. 

Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk 
told the Assembly he had been 
asked by his Government “to say 
that Czechoslovakia is not pre- 
pared to participate in any com- 
bination as regards the Security 
Council.” —

Several in Water. 


The fourth trip in twilight 
nearly was fatal, Hall said, as the 
surf boat was pounded against 
the side of the ship, throwing 
him and several others into the 
water, but all were saved by the 
Bibb’s crew. 

MacDonald took over from Hall 
on the second day and ferried 
the remaining passengers’ to 
safety.

Praise from Bibb’s Captain. 

Capt. Paul B. Cronk, command- 
ing the Bibb, assefted Martin 
“should have received a larger 
share of today’s acclaim. He was 
not a sailor but kept his plane 
stable, although handicapped by 
seasickness.” 

The Sky Queen’s passengers and 
crewmen were taken to Boston 
headquarters of the American Red 
Cross. 

They were given a hearty meal 
and furnished with clothing, trans- 
portation and money. 

The plane’s crew. immediately 
flew to New York. There, Capt. 
Martin, a former Navy officer, 
said he had a sufficient supply of 
reserve gasoline when he left 
Poole, England, for Baltimore, but 
that “the headwinds buffetted us 
and I decided we would not make 
the effort to go on to Gander, 
Newfoundland, and almost surely 
sacrifice the lives of all these 
people. So I set her down. My 
happiest thought is that all these 
people were saved.” 

J, Stewart Robertson, president 
of the line, accompanied the crew 
on an airliner to New York. He 
declined to discuss the CAB’s or- 
der halting the company’s opera- 
tions. The company now has four 
flying boats. 

Robertson had said earlier that 
the seaplane “carried a payload 
well under that permitted by law.” 
At that time, he said it was “not 
a question of how many indi- 
viduals she carried but a question 
of gross weight,” and added that 
the flying boat carried no cargo 
or mail. He said it was main- 
tained in excellent condition and 
was “fully equipped with every 
known instrument of safety.” 

The Bibb’s dock lines were 
hardly ashore before a citation 
from the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury was brought aboard, praising 


its crew for “skill, courage, sea- 
manship and unwavering devotion 
to duty In one of the most daring 
rescues in maritime history.” 

The rescued were transferred 
from the sinking airplane in the 
heavy seas without injury or loss 
of a single life. They included at 
least eight children—several of 
them babies in arms, 

Capt. Cronk, in a laconic report 
on the performance of the Bibb’s 
crew, said; “Everyone did his job.” 

His 9-year-old daughter, Nan, at 
the pier with her mother, brother 
and: sister, piped up: 

“Oh, Daddy, I see you got a new 
medal!” 

Cronk and several of his offi- 
cers and crewmen have been of- 
ficially cited, and award of medals 
to several has been recommended. 

A New York woman, Mrs. 

Catherine Katman Pernet, 37, said 
Coast Guardsmen saved her life 
by fishing her out of the ocean 
when she slipped and fell as she 
was getting onto the cutter. 
Mrs. Pernet, who was returning 
from a visit with her husband in 
Switzerland, said that once the 
plane landed on the water “I was 
so sick I don’t know exactly what 
happened.

U.9. REJECTS RED

FORGES IN KOREA 


Lovett in Note Tells Mol- 
otov America Feels Ob- 


ligated to Seek U.N. 
Aid on Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The United States hag formally 
rejected Russia's proposal that 
Soviet and American occupation 
troops withdraw simultaneously 
from Korea. 

The State Department today 
made public a message from Un- 
der Secretary Robert A. Lovett 


to Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov last Saturday, saying 
this question “must be considered 
an integral part” of the proposed 
solution submitted by the United 
States to the United Nations As- 
sembly on Friday. 

The United States requested 
the establishment of a U.N. com- 
mission to supervise elections in 
Korea which would decide the 
form of the future Korean govern- 
ment, 

The American note to Moscow 
said that because of the repeated 
inability of the American and So- 
viet commanders in Korea to 
agree, the United States feels it- 
self “obligated to seek the as- 
sistance of the United Nations” in 
order to hasten establishment of 


Government officials previously 
had indicated the surprise Rus- 
sian suggestion for withdrawing 


Talks in Korea. 
SEOUL, Oct. 20 (UP) — Gol. 
Gen. Terenty F. Shtikov, leader 
of the Russian delegation to the 
United States-Soviet Com- 
mission, announced today that the 
Kremlin had instructed his dele- 
gation to return to Pyongyang in 
the Russian zone of Korea. 
Shtikov accused the American 
delegation of taking a_ position 
which “made impossible the real- 
ization of the Moscow decision” 
that Korea should have a unified 
government. The Americans have 
repeatedly accused the Russians 
of deliberately delaying the com- 
mission’s work. 
At the sixty-second meeting of 
the commission Saturday, the 
Americans asked for a recess, 
pending a United Nations ruling 
on the Korean problem. 


RUSSIAN COMPANY PURCHASES 
GERMAN PORCELAIN WORKS 


BERLIN, Oct. 20 (AP)—A Sov- 
iet company has purchased the 
famous Meissen porcelain manu- 
facturing works for 1,500,000 
marks, the American Military 
Government newspaper Die Neue 
Zeitung said today. 

(The mark was valued at 40 
cents before the war. The. US. 
military exchange rate is 10 
cents.) 

The newspaper said Soviet com- 
panies were buying various fac- 
tories, buildings and land in 
Berlin and the eastern zone. 


FEED AND POULTRY MEN 
MEET WITH LUCKMAN TODAY 


Acceptable Grain-Saving Program May Bring 
End to Day Set Aside for Con- 


serving Fowl. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The Citizens’ Food Committee 
sought from the poultry and feed 
industries today a grain conserva- 
tion program which, if accept- 
able to Chairman Charles Luck- 
man, might bring an end to 
poultryless Thursdays. 

Luckman scheduled a_ closed 
meeting with industry spokesmen 
in an effort to draft a plan simi- 
lar to those which the brewing, 
distilling, baking and restaurant 
industries have undertaken to 
save grain for European relief 
this winter. : 

Unlike the earlier efforts, how- 
ever, the new drive will test the 
co-operation of farmers in Presi- 
dent Truman’s voluntary cam- 
paign. Secretary of Agricultute 
Anderson has stated that the 
farms, rather than industry, must 
provide the major part of the 
100,000,000-bushel goal through a 
reduction in the use of scarce 
wheat and corn’in feeding live- 
stock and poultry. 


Strong Bargaining Position. 

Luckman held a strong bar- 
gaining position for today’s ses- 
sion. His co-workers have indi- 
cated he would be willing to drop 
poultryless Thursdays as poultry 
men have requested—only if he 
gets in exchange a pledge of 
sizable savings in the feeding of 
poultry and the manufacture and 
distribution of feeds. 

(The United Press reported that 
committee sources said a final 
decision was not expected for two 
er three days. They said it will 
take that long to decide whether 
poultryless days actually save 
grain.) 

Eggless Thirsday will continue 
even if poultryless Thursday is 
abandoned, committee officials 
predicted. Opposition to dropping 
the eggless feature was strong in 
both the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the food committee. 

Meatless Tuesdays will not be 
affected, whatever the decision, 
committee officials emphasized. 
They predicted, on the contrary, 
that dropping the poultryless day 
would result in an even more in- 
tensive campaign for voluntary 
compliance with the meatless day. 

Cash Wheat $3.11 at Chicago. 

Cash wheat sold at the Chicago 
Board of Trade today for $3.11 
a bushel, the highest price since 
1920, and December wheat fu- 
tures reached $3.07 a bushel, the 
highest December future since 
1917. The record high for cash 
wheat was $3.50 a bushel, and fu- 
tures hit the record of $3.25 in 
May 1917. ’ 

Wheat futures rose five and 
three-fourths to 6 and _ three- 
fourths cents today, with Decem- 
ber delivery closing at the 30- 
year peak. Corn was up two and 
one-half to three cents, December 
$2.35 to $2.35%. Oats were one 
and three-fourths to one and 
seven-eighths higher, December 
$1.21% to five-eighths. 

The hog markets opened at Chi- 
cago and Omaha with prices 25 
to 75 cents a hundred pounds 
lower and selling slow . Butter 
prices at Chicago were firm at 
1 to 1% cents a pound higher, 93 
score 69 cents wholesale. 

Chicago wholesale egg prices 
were virtually unchanged, with 
No. 2 extras at 57% to 60 cents 


a dozen. Poultry was steady in 
Chicago, broilers bringing 34 to 
39 cents a pound. 

Basis of Criticism. 

The barrage of criticism against 
poultryless Thursday, both from 
members of Congress and indus- 
try circles, is based: mainly on 
these assertions: : 

1. That the poultryless day 
brings needless hardship to pro- 
ducers, because chicken and tur- 
key supplies are large on the 
farm and in storage. The De- 
partment of Agriculture last 
week reported that storage sup- 
plies of fowl were at a record 
high for the season on Oct. 1. 

2. That many of the estimated 
800,000,000 fowl now beginning 
to come to market may be kept 
on the farms, where they will 
continue to consume grain. ; 

Luckman said two weeks ago 
there was “no chance” of changing 
the program. Last week, however, 
he told reporters the committee 
would reconsider Hs stand if after 
careful study it was convinced of 
error. 

New Yorkers, meanwhile, were 
being officially urged to eat more 
poultry as a means of saving 
gfain. The advice came from Dr. 
Herman E. Hilleboe, chairman of 
the State Food Commission re- 
cently set up by Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey. 

Hilleboe’s statement, asserting 
that “an abnormally large number 
of low producing fowl are... eat- 
ing large amounts of grain,” made 
no direct reference to the national 
poultryless Thursday program. A 
person close to Dewey said, how- 
ever, that tke statement plainly 
indicates that the governor favors 
a different approach. 

“Day of Reminder.” 

Luckman’s committee announced 
that a “day of reminder” ¢£ 
Europe’s need wilt be held—prob- 
ably on the Sunday before Thanks- 
giving—in all Protestant churches. 
The observance was arranged ten- 
tatively in an exchange of meés- 
sages between Luckman and 
Charlés P. Taft, president of the 
Federal Council af the Churches 
of Christ in America. 

A Department of Agriculture 
report said the meat supply per 
capita next year was expected to 
be 5 to 10 per cent below this 
year’s supply of slightly more 
than 150 pounds. Experts said 
this would mean higher prices 
unless purchasing power or de- 
mand slackens. 

“So Many Dollars.” 

Earl O. Shreve, president of 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, said prices are so high 
these days partly “because we 
have so many dollars.” 

“Because so many of us want 
the real things which go to make 
up our standard of living, the dol- 
lars are bidding fiercely and ag- 
gresively for these things—butter, 
eggs, red meat, clothing, lumber, 
building materials, new automo- 
biles, steel and so on through the 
whole commodity list,” Shreve said 
in a statement. 

“We saw a phenomenal cur- 
rency increase during the, war. 
Now, in this postwar period, -it is 
only natural that people should

Biilion Dollar Program| 


a ‘Nibbling’ Approach. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The report of Interior Secretary 
Julius A. Krug that the United 
States will be able to deliver the 
goods for a 20-billion-dollar Euro- 
pean aid program without impair- 
ing American resources met with 
a varied response in congressional 
circles today, 

Republicans generally adopted 
a ilet's-hear-more attitude, but 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
criticized the report as a “nib- 
bling’ approach. . 

Pepper told reporters he thinks 
the suremary makes the “timid” 
assumption that only such help 
will be extended to western Eu- 
rope as will not “inconvenience” 
the American people. 

“That is only nibbling along at 
the job of winning the peace,” 
he declared. “The obvious fact is 
that we cannot afford not to help 
Europe and the rest of the world 
and that it is going to require 
some American sacrifices to ge 
the job done.” 

Want Many More Facts. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, and Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, told reporters they want 
to know many more facts than 
those covered in the Krug report 
before they will be ready to pass 
on recommendations President 
Truman has said he will make 
to Congress “on the nature and 
extent of a balanced foreign aid 
program.” 

Ferguson said the Krug report, 
as well as others to be filed later, 
will get a “thorough going-over 
by Congress because whatever is 
done in this situation is going to 
affect the economy of the United 
States and the whole world for 
years to come.” 

Bre-vster said he wonders whether 
there won't be some revision soon 
in the requests of 16 European na- 
tions for a total of $22,440,000,000 
in long-range, oufside aid. He 
added that Congress will want to 
know about any such revisions be- 
fore it acts. 

Some Administration officials 
have said privately there is a pos- 
sibility the total sum may have to 
be revised upward because (A) the 
European countries may have 
overestimated their, ability to in- 
crease their exports and (B) the 
12% per cent drop im American 
prices forecast in their report may 
not materialize. 

New Report Coming. 

In this connection, there were 
authoritative indications that a 
second survey committee headed 
by Secretary of Commerce W. 
Averell Harriman will recommend 
that the Administration ask Con- 
gress for a single year’s appro- 
priations without setting any final 
cost figures on the Marshall plan. 

Members said this committee's 
forthcoming report may say that 
the United States can safely and 
wisely invest between 16 and 20 
billion dollars in the aid program 
over the course of several years. 
But it is expected to note that the 
meed for aid will vary with fluc- 
tuations in harvests, coal produc- 
tion and other factors. 

Still a third report on foreign 
sid is being prepared for Truman 
by his Council on Economic Ad- 
visers, headed by Edwin G. 
Nourse. 

A 14-week study of northern 
Europe's” ability to produce food 
was laid before Truman today by 
Dr. Edward Acheson, professor of 
finance at George 
University here.

Views on Exports. 

The Krug report was not con- 
cerned with the financjal aspects 
of the Marshall plan but with the 
actual movement of goods out of 
the country, and the Interior Sec- 
retary said the survey gave evi- 
dence that this would not increase 
the rate of American exports. In 
fact, he said, exports have been 
gradually declining and the effect 
of the aid program might be to 
keep them near the former rates. 

The 19-member citizens group 
headed by Harriman is expected 
to send its report to Truman the 
first week in November. Commit- 
tee members said it probably will 
include only a “rough guess” Of 
the ultimate cost of American at- 
tempts to help Europe get itself 
back on an even economic keel— 
the goal of the Marshall plan. 

They pointed out that the suc- 
cess or failure of EKuropean har- 
vests, a possible increase in for- 
eign coal production, fluctuations 
in prices and many other factors 
will so influence the need for aid 
that it would be unwise for Con- 
gress to set up any over-all figure 
for a five-year program. 

Some for Year-to-Year Aid. 

Some Republican leaders al- 
ready have Made it clear they 
want the European aid program 
placed on a year-to-year basis and 
would oppose any move to have 
the lawmakers pass now on a 
long-range figure. 

The Harriman report, while cov- 
ering some of the same ground as 
the Krug findings, is expected to 
go much further in relating Euro- 
pean requirements to American 
resources. 

Harriman’s committee apparent- 
ly plans to break down the Euro- 
pean requirements into general 
categories and stack them along 
side American assets in those 
fields. It would pass upon the 
urgency of Europe’s need§ for cer- 
tain commodities, as well as the 
validity of the 16 nations’ claims 
that each must have a certain 
type of help. 

With thig breakdown the com- 
mittee is expected to submit its 
recommendations for what could 
and should be done by the United 
|States, as well as proposals for 
general over-all policy in carrying 
out any program Congress might 
adopt. 

This would involve recommenda- 
tions for financing the program, 
a discussion of what, if any, part 
of it can be handled through the 
International Bank and the pros- 
pects for repayment. In addition, 
the committee expects to recom- 
mend an administrative setup to 
handle the program. 

Attack on Marshall Plan. 

Discussing the Marshall plan in 
a radio interview, Senator Malone 
(Rep.), Nevada, said it had “de- 
generated apparently into a 
grandiose wotld WPA.” He op- 
posed “usfng Government money 
in the rehabilitation of industry.” 

As an alternative to this, Malone 
said private money and American 
experts were interested in such 
enterprises if foreign countries 
“would respect the integrity of in- 
vestments.” These interests “will 
take the business risk but they 
can't take the risk of confisca- 
tion and nationalization of the 
money invested,” Malone said. 

He declared Congress will ap- 
propriate “any reasonable amount”

The Square Deal Milk Produc- 
ers, Inc., one of the three milk 
producers’ organizations on the St. 
Louis Dairy Council, nas submit- 
ted its resignation to the council, 
it was learned today. 

In its letter of resignation, the 
organization complained that the 
council “had been conducted by a 
closely knit group of ‘individuals 
deciding what they wanted done 
and then pushing it through with- 
out any consideration whatever of 
the desires and wishes of others.” 

Aspokesman for the Dairy Coun- 
cil said the Square Deal organiza- 
tion, which has about 3500 mem- 
bers, all living in Mlinois, had 
been dissatisfied for some time 
with the size of its representa- 
tion on the council. At attempt 
had been made recently to pacify 
the producers’ group by increas- 
ing its representation, the spokes- 
man said. 

Daily fluctuation in the amount |; 
of grade A milk consumed in St. 
Louis has created occasional sur-— 
pluses for export from the city, 
distributor members of the St. | 
Louls Dairy Council explained in 
a statement today to the council's 
consumer group. 

The dealers reported that sup- 
plies from the St. Louis milk shed 
are short and the deficit is made 
up by imports from the Chicago 
area. Since these outside supplies 
are obtained under advance or- 
ders and fairly long-term con- 
tracts with Chicago suppliers, sur- 
pluses occur occasionally when 
sales here drop below expected 
demand, they explained. 

The distributors’ statement was 
madé in response to a request of 
the council’s consumer members 
for an explanation of how dairies 
here can export milk in the face 
of current shortages from this 
milk shed. 

Texas Shipments. 

The request was made after it 
was reported that Raskas Dairy, 
gerving as broker, proposed to 
ship grade A milk to Austin, Tex., 
this winter. Pevely and Beatrice 
dairies reported they had’ agreed 
to dispose of any surpluses they 
might have through Raskas for 
export. 

The distributors, in their state- 
ment, cited figures of the Federal 
Milk Market Administrator's of- 
fice, showing that local grade A 
milk production was about 4,500,- 
000 pounds short of sales of grade 
A milk, buttermilk, cream, skim 
and chocolate milk in September. 
During the month, dealers im- 
ported more than 6,000,000 pounds 
from the Chicago area, it was re- 
ported. 

If the dealers had not imported 
graded milk from Chicago, they 
asserted, St. Loul:k consumers 
would have been deprived of the 
equivalent of 700,000 quarts of 
milk, and all the cream, butter- 
milk, chocolate drink and skim 
milk they purchased in September, 

Demands Vary. 


Consumer demands for milk 
and milk products vary from day 
to day, and the dealer plans to 
have enough milk on hand to take 
care of the fluctuations, the state- 
ment added. 

When the dealer is “long” on 
supplies because of hig failure to 
estimate the needs exactly, “it is 
good business for him to sell milk 
where and to whom he can with- 
out loss.”

Outside of Paris trends were 
about the same. Returns from 
Lyon indicated De. Gaulle candi- 
dates would win 22, possibly 24 
seats, in the City Council. The 
Radical Socialists were expected 
to get 16 or 17 seats, the Com- 
munists 12 and the MRP five. 

The RPF rotied up majorities in 
Rennes, Strasbourg, Nantes and 
Algiers. In Bordeaux, it won 22 
council seats; the Communists 
won eight and the Socialists seven.

Commerce Aid Says Evi- 
dence Does Not Sup- 
port Fear U.S. Is Ex- 


porting too Much. 


There will be no peace without 
the economic recovery of Europe 
and a higher level of world pros- 
perity, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce David K. E, Bruce told 
the National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil at the opening session of its 
convention at Hotel Jefferson to- 
day. 

“We cannot continue indefinite- 
ly to export more than twice as 


much as we import,” Bruce said 
in emphasizing the lack of balance 
between American imports and ex- 
ports. The country’s tremendous 
increase in productive capacity 
has mitigated the strain caused 
by our increased exports, he as- 
serted, insisting that, while im- 
porting far too little, the United 
States is not exporting too much.

Imports from Europe, however, 
are at only about half the pre- 
war rate, and this is because of 
simple lack of productive capacity, 
he continued. Careful planning 
and a realistic weighing of needs 
is necessary in our efforts to re- 
= the European economy, he 
said, 


“The goods that Europe lacks 
are the goods that are in shortest 
supply everywhere, and not all 
her démands can be met,” he went 
on. “Effective action, therefore, 
will require equitable allocation 
of supplies among nations. It 
would not be to our own interests 
nor to the ben: ‘it of world econ- 
omy for us to fix our interest ex- 
clusively upon the requirements 
of western Europe, great a: those 
are. 

“A great deal has been said 
about the injurious effects on our 
economy of our increased volume 
of exports, but the evidence does 
not support the charge.” 

Cites Meat As Example. 

Offering meat exportsas an ex- 
ample, he said the United States 
in 1946 exported 5 per cent of its 
meat production, as compared to 
1.4 per cent before the war, but 
he pointed out that Americans ac- 
tually ate far more meat in 1946 
than in 1938, the average  con- 
sumption having been 152 pounds 
sone year’ against 132 pounds in 


Answering Russian attacks on 
the Marshall Plan for economic 
rehabilitation of Europe, Bruce 
declared: “Our motives, of course, 
will always be misrepresented, no 
matter how unselfish they are. It 
is true that the success of the 
Marshall proposal will promote 
our foreign trade. We are more 
interested in it, however, because 
it will aid in the economic re- 
covery of Europe which is essen- 
tial to the economic stability of 
the world, And we know that we 
shall not have peace, which is 
our first concern, until such sta- 
bility is reached and the level of 
world prosperity, including our 
own, is higher.” 


Denies Area Is Isolationist. 

W. L. Hemingway, board chair- 
man of the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co., in welcoming 
the visitors. to St. Louis denied 
that this section is- isolationist.

“These, to be sure, are minority 
voices, some of them no doubt 
speaking from behind the _ iron

try during the foreseeable future 
will leave unsatisfied an existing 
demand for these products here 
at home.” 

Earnest support of President 
Truman’s food conservation pro- 
gram was urged by the speaker 
as an important contribution, not 
only to the European aid pro- 
gram, but to prevention of fur- 
ther price rises in this country.

State Game and Fish

BISMARK, N. D., Oct. 20—Con- 


struction of Garrison and Oahe 


Missouri river will 
have “a very detrimental effect 
on wild life” under present plans, 
it has been charged by William 
J. Lowe, North Dakota’s State 
Game and Fish Commissioner. 
Lowe made this assertion in a 
recent analytical statement to the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee, co-ordinating group for 
the Pick-Sloan plan. His presenta- 
tion set out some advantages of 
the projects, as well as disad- 
vantages, and offered a dozen 
varied recommendations to im- 
prove conditions for wild life, 
Garrison and Oahe are two of 


gineers in Pick-Sloan. Construc- 
tion of Garrison Dam is under 
way north of Bismark. Active 
planning is going on for Oahe 
Dam, which, would be in South 
Dakota but with much of its long 


the big projects of the Army en-, 


reservoir backing into North Da- 
kota, 

Based on records of his depart- 
ment as to fish and game popula- 
tion, Lowe told the committee that 
annual losses of stream fishing, 
wilflife habitat and waterfall 
habitat attributable to Garrison 
Dam would be $505,400. Offsetting 
this, he added, would be $289,360 
in gains from ‘fishing in the new 
reservoir, improved fishing below 
the dam and value of new water- 
fowl resting area. The difference 
would be a net loss of $126,040 a 
year, 

Wages Due Consideration, 

“Present plans,” said Lowe, 
“provide for the full development 
of the area for flood control, 
hydroelectric power, navigation, 
and irrigation, but make no pro- 
visions for fish and wild life, one 
of the state’s more important re- 
sources. Due consideration should 
be given this resource, before 
construction is begun, not only to 
prevent irreparable damage, but 
also to provide for the best pos- 
sible usage of the newly developed 
areas.” 

Lowe recalled that a federal 
statute enacted last. year provided 


state consérvation plans. He sai 
a preliminary report had _ been 
prepared as to Garrison Dam, but 
only a small amount of work had 
been .done in this field as to 
Oahe Dam and the Bureau of 
Reclamation’s big Missouri-Souris 
diversion project. 


“There are,” he _  continyed, 
“about 389 river miles in the Mis- 
souri valley in North Dakota, of 
which about 295 miles will be in- 


Oahe projects. This inundated 
area at present provides habitat 
for about 800,000 pheasants, 1500 
deer and 85,000 fur-bearing ani- 
mals, as well as other species of 
upland game andi waterfowl.

Missouri twenty-six years old, was one of 
twenty-nine states, only five of which were west of the Mississippi 
River.

As the meeting opened, the 
Secretary advised the President of 
the action which the President 
later announced, and the heads of 
government approved. 

I was surprised at the agree- 
ment which, in my opinion, was

After the meeting I urged my 
view upon the President. I re- 
minded him that before we left 


I recalled to him how effectively 
the opponents of the League of 
Nations had argued that the Brit- 
ish, because of their dominions, 
would have five votes in the As- 
sembly while we would have but 
one. Our people had come to re- 
alize that the dominions were in- 
dependent states and frequently 
held views different from the 
United Kingdom, but that was not 
true of the Soviet Republics. 

Fearful of Argument, 

I feared the opponents of the 
United Nations might use the al- 
lotment of three votes to the 
Soviet Union as effectively as the 
foes of the League had used the 
argument against the British 
votes 26 years earlier. 

I urged the President at least 
to ask that the United States be 


a 


granted a number of votes equal 
to those of the Soviet Union. 

The President feared it was too 
late but said he would consider it. 

I convinced Harry Hopkins 
that, at the very least, we should 
secure such an agreement from 
Stalin and Churchill whether or 
not we afterward exercised the 
right. He then joined me in urg- 
ing the President to withdraw his 
agreement regarding the two 
Soviet republics unless Russia 
agreed the United States also 
should have three votes. The 
President finally told us he would 
present it to Marshal Stalin. 

F.D.R. Note to Stalin. 
'- On the last day I spent at Yalta, 
Feb. 10, the President wrote him 
a letter which stated: 

“I am somewhat concerned 
lest it be pointed out that the 
United States will have only one 
vote in the Assembly. It may be 
necessary for me, therefore, if I 
am to insure whole-hearted ac- 
ceptance by the Congress and 
people of the United States of 
our participation in the world 
organization, to ask for addi- 
tional votes in the Assemby in 
order to give parity to the 
United States, 

“I would like to know before 
I face this problem, that you 
perceive no objection and would 
support a proposal along this 
line if it is necessary for me to 
make it at the forthcoming con- 
ference.” 

The following day Marshal 
Stalin advised the President that 
he entirely agreed with him that 
“since the number of votes for 
the Soviet Union is increased to 
three in connection with the in- 
clusion of the Soviet Ukraine and 
Soviet White Russia among the 
members of the Assembly, the 
number of votes for the United 
States of America should also be 
increased, 

“The number of votes for the 
United States of America might 
be increased to three as in the 
case of the Soviet Union and its 
two basic republics,” he said. “If 
it is necessary I am prepared of- 
ficlally to support this proposal.” 

Churchill Also 

President Roosevelt also asked 
Churchill for his views, and 
Churchill stated he would support 
the President in any proposal he 
made to achieve American equal- 
ity with other nations. : 

When I arrived in Washing- 
ton, there was waiting for me 
in the White House Map Room 
the following cable: 

“For Justice Byrnes from Mr. 

Hopkins: 

President has received 
completely satisfactory replies 
from the Prime Minister and 
Marshal Stalin on additional 
votes to achieve parity for the 
United States, if necessary. In 
view of the fact that nothing on 
this whole subject appears in 
the communique, the President 
is extremely anxious no aspect 
of this question be discussed 
even privately.” 

I assumed he had some very 
good reason for not wishing this 
matter to be discussed, and I com- 
plied with the request. 

The President and his advis- 
ers concluded not to ask at San 
Francisco for compliance with 
the agreement that we have as 
many votes as were given to 
Russia, He did not again dis- 
cuss the subject with me, and I 
did not know he had changed 
his mind. 

I admit that the public op- 
position to Russia’s three votes 
as against our one was not so 
great as I had expected. But 
nevertheless I think we should 
have insisted at San Francisco 
on the agreement made at 
Yalta. I felt then and feel now 
that the smaller states would 
have opposed the request of the 
Soviets and the United States.

Byrnes Didn’t Know About It. 


I did not know of this agree- 
ment, but the reason is under- 
standable. At that time I was not 
Secretary of State. Mr. Stettinius 
was Secretary. 

Because of problems that had 
arisen in Washington President 
Roosevelt wanted me to return 
with Admiral King, who was leav- 
ing at noon on Feb. 10. We ex- 
pected the conference would end 
that evening and that the Presi- 
dent would leave the following 
day. 

But that afternoon Stalin re- 
quested the President to remain 
one more day. He said they could 
not conclude their work and he 
wished to discuss some matter he 
deemed important. The President 
complied. 

The agreement as to the Kur- 
fle Islands was_ reached in pri- 
vate conversations among the 
Big Three instead of at the con- 
ference table, and the protocols, 
including this one, were signed 
on Feb. 11. 


Had I been in Yalta that day 
it is probable I would have 
learned of it. 


When the President returned he 
did not mention it to me and the 
protocol was kept locked in his 
safe at the White House. 

In the early summer I learned 
that President Roosevelt had 
undertaken to induce China to 
make the concessions affecting 
Port Arthur, Dairen and the rail- 
road, but it was not until some 
time after I became Secretary of 
State that a news story from 
Moscow caused me to inquire and 
learn of the full agreement. 

Byrnes Asks for the Records. 

I presented the matter to 
President Truman and he re- 
quested Admiral Leahy to transfer 
to the State Department those 
documents at the White House 
containing agreements with for- 
eign governments, 

I wanfed to know how many 
IOUs were outstanding. 

In considering the wisdom of 
these Pacific agreements entered 
into (at Yalta) by President 
Roosevelt, one should be fair 
enough to consider the circum- 
stances under which the promises 
were made. 

It was six weeks after the seri- 
ous German counter-attack on the 
Western Front. Although progress 
was being made in both the east 
and the west, neither the Presi- 
dent nor anyone else at that time 
knew how long the Germans 
could hold out and how many 
casualties we would suffer before 
they surrendered. The President 
had with him at Yalta the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.

Russian Toasting Custom, 


Toward the end of the confer- 
ence, Marshal Stalin entertained 
at dinner. At the time, the press 
quoted one of the Americans pres- 
ent as saying 45 toasts were pro- 
posed, 


I am willing to believe it, but 
the simple statement certainly is 
misleading. Unexplained, it would 
indicate the diners were thor- 
oughly intoxicated. The fact is 
that with each toast, the diners 
took only a sip of wine and many 
made the gesture without the sip. 
The dinner lasted four hours, 

Forty-five sips of wine in four 
hours, during which time enough 
food was consumed to last 24 
hours, did not intoxicate any one 
of that group. As for me, I do 
not drink wine. 

About the time we reached the 
soup course, I noticed Mr, Vishin- 
sky, who was sitting near me, 
pouring water into his vodka 
glass. Since vodka is the color of 
water, I decided if he could do it, 
I could. 

In the confusion incident to 
everyone’s standing up when a 
toast was proposed, I would pour 
water into my vodka glass. It 
was not very stimulating, but I 
do know what took place at the 
dinner. 

Because of some of the re- 
ports in the United States 
about Soviet officials getting in- 
toxicated, it is only fair to say 
that all those with whom I have 
come in contact have been most 
temperate, Never have I seen a 
Soviet representative at a social 
affair who showed the slightest 
evidence of intoxication. 

Toasts to Churchill and F.D.R. 

The Marshal was generous in 
the toast he proposed to Churchill 
and particularly generous in his 
remarks proposing the health of 
the President, whom he described 
as the “chief forger of the instru- 
ments which had led to the mobil- 
ization of the world against Hit- 
ler.” 

The Prime Minister toasted 
Marsha] Stalin as the “mighty 
leader of a mighty nation whose 
people had driven the tyrants 
from her soil”

pride of the unity that char- 
acterized the relations among

One statement of Stalin’s that 
interested me was: “It is not so 
difficult to keep unity in time 
of war since there is a joint aim 
to defeat the common enemy, 
which is clear to everyone. The 
difficult task will come after 
the war when diverse interests 
tend to divide the Allies. It is 
our duty to see that our rela- 
tions in peacetime are as strong 
as they have been in war.” 

I can testify to the accuracy 
of his prophecy, and I share his 
views as to our duty. 

When toasts had been proposed 
to all the military chieftains and 
the heroes of the war on land, 
sea, and in the air, I proposed a 
toast “to the people of our respec- 
tive countries—the workers on 
farms and in factories—who did 
not wear the uniform but whos¢ 


contribution made possible our 
victories.” 

The Marshal left his place 
and came to clink his glass with 
mine in approval of the senti- 
ment.

Reasons for a Tough ICC 


Five Western railroads have made a remark- 
able discovery. They have found out how to op- 
erate safely without safety equipment. Or so 
they say. They have asked the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to relax an order requiring 
a limited humber of elementary safety devices 
for high-speed trains. 

The railroads which are trying to worm out 
from under the ICC order are the Great North- 
ern, Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, Western 
Pacific and Santa Fe. Reporting on the ICC 
hearing of their petition at Chicago, Trainman 
News, official publication of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen, says: “High officials of 
each carrier contended the roads could operate 
extremely high speed trains safely without in- 
stalling improved safety devices required by 
the ICC.” 

Let’s look at the record. Take the Santa Fe. 
Does the Santa Fe need the automatic block 
signal device on all its high-Speed track? The 
ICC says it does, and so orders. The Santa Fe 
says it can operate high-speed trains safely 
without this device. 

On the night of Aug. 20, 1943, two of the 
trains which the Santa Fe was operating with- 
out automatic block signals crashed into each 
other near Albuquerque, N. M., and injured 
203 persons. The ICC recommended that auto- 
matic block signals be installed there, but the 
Santa Fe contended—asg it is contending now— 
that it could operate safely without it, and 
didn’t follow the recommendation. Four months 
later, in the early morning of Dec. 18, on the 
same still unprotected track and almost at the 
identical spot, two other Santa Fe trains 
crashed into each other, killing three persons 
and injuring 48. 

And that’s only part of the record. The 
Santa Fe, and other railroads in the United 
States, need still more safety devices than the 
ICC has ordered. The ICC has ordered only 
automatic train control and cab 
signal devices. It hasn’t begun to get around to 
such modern safety devices as radio communi- 
cation, yet the Santa Fe needs radio to end ex- 
treme hazards under which it is now operating. 
The record shows it. 

One of the Santa Fe’s passenger trains made 
an unscheduled stop at the railroad station at 
Novice, Tex., on Jan. 13, 1944. Another of its 
trains, not knowing about the stop, came along 
and plowed into it, killing 12 persons and injur- 
ing 75. Radio communication could have saved 
those lives and prevented those injurfes—but 
the Santa Fe didn’t have it. 

Such is the Santa Fe’s record of operation 
without the necessary safety devices. It speaks 
for itself. The accident record of the other 
railroads speaks for itself. 

If the ICC is firm and unrelenting with the 
railroads, requiring them to carry out the pres- 
ent order 100 per cent, many lives will be saved 
and many persons will be spared agony and 
maiming. If the ICC is weak-kneed and gives in 
to the failroads, there will be blood on its 
hands. This should be enough to screw up the 
ICC’s courage to the sticking point. 
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For a Special Counselor on Milk 


Mayor Kaufmann has set his hand to the task 
in the milk controversy, and he should not turn 
away until St. Louis consumers have been given 
the relief so justly due and long delayed. 

The Mayor is considering two proposals. He 
will either appoint a committee to’ investigate 
and make recommendations or he will name a 
special counsel to sift the matter to the bot- 
tom. Of these two approaches, the appointment 
of a special counsel is, in our opinion, definitely 
to be preferred. 

The issues in the milk problem are infinitely 
complex and ramified, and no one will get to 
the bottom unless he devotes his full time to 
an intensive study: over a considerable period 
of time. It is no place for amateurs or for com- 
mitteemen who think that they can get at the 
facts in a few days. 

What is needed is an investigation by keen and 
aggressive counsel, preferably a young man in- 
terested in making a name by his services in a 
public cause. 

Mayor Kaufmann should pick his man with 
the utmost care and order him to proceed with- 
out fear of political blinders or halters, Given 
the right man and the right orders, we can get 
results. 
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Foreign Trade, a Mission 

Welcoming the annual convention of the .Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council should give St. 
Louisans extraordinary satisfaction. The ex- 
change of surplus production among nations leads 
to mutual prosperity. American foreign policy 
is built on the sound faith that prosperity gained 
by trade is one of the central pillars of peace. 

Exporters, and in this extraordinary period of 
unbalanced trade, importers even more, carry out 
a commercial mission of the first importance to 
American welfare. May the St. Louis delibera- 
tions be fruitful and the whole mission prosper.

Why Is Petrillo? 


James C. Petrillo, president of the American 
Federation of Musicians, customarily chooses 
high-handed methods that infuriate most people. 
He usually acts dictatorially and goes to excesses. 
He is running true to form in barring all phond- 
graph recordings after present contracts expire 
Dec. 31. 

Mr. Petrillo is doing this because records are 
being used by radio stations and in juke boxes 
to the disadvantage of musicians. Many musi- 


cians are thrown out of employment. Those who. 


make the recordings do not receive a large 
enough share of the profits to make up for the 
loss of jobs. 

However much Petrillo’s excessive power and 
his excessive use of it may be deplored, he is a 
symptom of deeper ills. Like John L. Lewis, 
he has grown powerful because he offers a hope 
of the correction of evils which an industry it- 
self has failed to correct. 

The record industry, like the mining indus- 
try, is not distinguished by enlightened employ- 
ment policies. It has let technological unem- 
ployment fall upon musicians without doing any- 
thing constructive to temper the blow.’ Petrillo 
alone has offered musicians the fighting leader- 
ship which would enable them to survive in a 

t 


period of distressing readjustment to mechan- 
ical advances. 

But just as hand weavers were not able to 
stop the mechanical production of cloth once 
invention had opened the way, so building trades 
unions are not going to be able permanently to 
limit the width of paint brushes and forbid 
spraying—and so Mr. Petrillo is not going to be 
able to stand forever in the way of progress in 
the field of musical entertainment. 

He can, however, make a lot of trouble in the 
attempt. It would be all to the good, to avoid 
the trouble and to make the solution permanent, 
if the leaders of the recording industry would 
sit down with Mr. Petrillo and work out a 
humane and fair solution to the employment 
problems which transcription presents. Mr. Pe- 
trillo, at the same time, could contribute his 
share to the general reasonableness by exercis- 
ing his powers with better discretion. 
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Toward Three-Power Control 

It was only a hint but even a hint from 
Georges Bidault that France may join its zone 
of occupation in Germany with the British and 
American zones in a three-power top control is 
genuinely good news. The sharp separation be- 
tween the occupgtion zones has made much trou- 
ble in the administration of Germany. Further- 
more, it has been the excuse for much more that 
has gone wrong. For more than two years it 
has been possible to blame all too many failures 
or semi-failures on lack of co-ordination and 


‘agreement as to policies and procedures. 


In recent weeks the American and British 


zones have begun to function on a basis which 
amounts, for all practical purposes, to a merger. 
If the French join in, the whole of Western Ger- 


many will be brought together under an essen- 
tially common occupation. This holds every pros- 


pect of making a vast difference in the effec- 


tiveness of the control and in the elimination 
of Nazism and militarism. 

It also should make a big difference in the ca- 
pacity of the Aliies to impress the Germans with 
the value of democracy. The German people 
are used to system and order. They are distressed 
by uncertainty in policy and conflict in action. 
They will have no real respect for the occupiers 
until they exhibit more agreement of purpose 
and perform their important duties with cer- 
tainty and persistence. 

Anything Foreign Minister Bidault can do to 
hasten france’s full co-operation in a three- 
power administration will save just that much 
precious time. The scant prospect that Russia 
will come in will not be lessened in any way 
by a joint stand of the three Western allies. On 
the contrary, if there is any effect on the Soviets 
it will probably impress them that there can be 
concerted action by the democracies in Germany. 
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An Act of Self-Protection 

Premier Sophoulis’ suppression-of Communist 
newspapers in Athens is justified by the doctrine 
that a nation in crisis must protect itself from 
incitement to rebellion. The suppressed journals 
invited proscription by urging Greek citizens to 
take arms against the constituted Government 
and join the guerrillas in the mountains. Free- 
dom of the press is not license for treason in 
Greece or anywhere else. 
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To Stimulate the Editorial Page 


A new journalistic group made its bow last 
week in Washington, when it held its first an- 
nual meeting. We refer to the National Con- 
ference of Editorial Writers. The purpose of the 
society is to “stimulate the conscience and the 
quality of the American editorial page.” 

There is no doubt that the American editorial 
page by and large has declined in influence, 
vigor and style in the past generation or two. 
One reason is that the amazing growth of news- 
papers has, in many cases, divorced ownership 
from editorship. The demands of operating great 
newspaper properties often force publishers to 
delegate the duties of daily editorship. 

In the old days, editorship and ownership were 
synonymous. Horace Greeley owned the New 
York Tribune and was also its fiery and effective 
editor. That was true as well of Charles Dana of 
the New: York Sun, Henry Grady of the Atlanta 
Constitution, Murat Halstead of the Cincinnati 
Commercial and other brilliant editorial writers. 
Henry Watterson was part owner of the Courier- 
Journal. They spoke with utmost freedom and 
authority. 

When the editor is a paid employe, his au- 
thority is frequently severely limited, either 
through specific restrictions placed upon him by 
the owner, or because of hig own psychological 
blocks. The new group should act as a warn- 
ing both to owners and editors that what was 
once the very heart of the paper is suffering 
from atrophy. 

The editorial page can be a fine instrument 
for public service when it is written with power 
and skill. It can be a vital part of the democratic 
process. It can exhort, crusade, entertain, edu- 
cate and persuade. It can defend the interests 
of the people against corrupt or incompetent pub- 
lic officials. The National Conference of Edi- 
torial Writers, if it-has courage and wisdom can 
do much to put new life and fire into the Amer- 
ican editorial page.

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Be It Resolved 


Eleanor Roosevelt has a beauty of an idea 
where she suggests the U.N. should stop approv- 
ing “words which have no practical purpose and 
resolutions which no one can execute.”

Antiquated method of having clerk call roll by voice in Congress is 
a waste of time, says correspondent; it is worse is the House where 
substitute might save a month each year; the device often is used for 
dilatory purposes; substitution of electrical voting strongly urged.

WASHINGTON. 


More and more emphasis is placed on 
speed in Congress, to see whether demo- 
cratic institutions can meet the challenge 
of a faster world. The greatest single waste 
of time on Capitol Hill is in voting, and 
Senator Alexander Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, has now proposed the institution of an 
electrical voting system in the Senate and 
House. According to one estimate, push- 
button voting would save about a calendar 
month’s time out of the year in the lower 
chamber. 


It is hard for anybody whose professional 
job does not take him through the intermi- 
nable House roll calls to understand the 
amount of time lost under the present sys- 
tem. It requires ap- 
proximately three 
quarters of an hour 
every time the House 
takes a,.roll call of 
the 435 names. The 
Senate has only 96 
members, and takes 
only about 10 min- 
utes. The real prob- 
lem is in the House. 

A House roll call 
is complicated. First 
the clerk calls the 
name. Then the 
elerk checks back 
again to make sure 
he has heard aright 
in the echoing chamber. 


Senator Wiley 


The first time the clerk goes through the 
roll, many members do not respond, for 
they are in their offices or committee 
rooms, so when he finishes he goes -back 
and calls off all the names of those not 
responding. 


Last-Minute Men 


Finally, after about 40 minutes of this, 
comes the last phase, when hard-breathing 
members just arrived on the floor gather 
in front of the Speaker’s table, trying to 
get their names on the record, arguing 
that they didn’t hear their names called 
the first time or that they were unavoid- 
ably detained until the last moment. 


That is the situation when the House 
takes a roll call. At thé end of a busy day, 
it generally happens that a quorum isn’t 
present, and anybody can block proceed- 
ings by making a point of no quorum, 
which means the loss of 45 minutes or, at 


this time, an hour. To avoid this, the 


House generally prefers to recess, 


Thus, both in the time actually con- 
sumed, and in the constant threat which 
the device holds for delay, the 45-minute 
roll call is one of the most serious, irritat- 
ing and obvious time wasters in the capital. 


One member of the Eightieth Congress, 
the amiable Lansdale G. Sasscer (Dem.), 
Maryland, confides to the author of “Twen- 
tieth Century Congress,” Estes Kefauver 
(himself a Democratic Representative from 
Tennessee), that he has been able, on oc- 
casion, to race all the way to the House 
chamber, from his house in upper Marl- 
boro, 19 miles from Washington, in time 
to beat the final rap of the Speaker’s gavel 
closing the voting. 


Time to Spare! 


When a roll call is taken, bells sound 
throughout the corridors of the office 
buildings, committee rooms and restaurants 
of the Capitol. A House member knows 
that he can count on half an hour to dic- 
tate a few more letters, finish his lunch, 
conclude a committee meeting or make 
some telephone calls. 


Way back 30 years ago, in 1917, the Wis- 
consin Legislature instituted electrical vot- 
ing, and it is used today in 11 states. 


The standard electric vote recorder re- 
quires that legislators be given regular 
places. On the arm of each chair is an 
electric plug for registering votes that can 
be used only with an individual key. 


The House had 174 roll calls in 1943; 126 
in 1944 and 187 in 1945. Figuring these at 
45 minutes each, it is estimated the hours 
consumed on a three-year average were 121. 
The legislative day starts at noon and gen- 
erally runs five hours, On that basis, the 
House consumed 24 legislative days on roll 
calls, the Senate about 16 days. Repre- 
sentative Kefauver declares: ; 

“Of all the antiquated procedures on Cap- 
itol Hill, this one undoubtedly puils down 
the efficiency of Congress*more than any 
other single practice.” 

And Senator Wiley now adds: 

“Tt is fantastic that with the congres- 
sional docket crowded to the hilt we should 
dawdle around needlessly with an archaic 
voting system. No business handling a 
fraction of the 37 billion dollar volume that 
the Congress handles is so sadly deficient 
from a management standpoint.” 


Who Says English?

A while ago the Linguaphone Institute 
which teaches languages by phonograph 
records placed Washington first in the 
quality of spoken English, Nashville second 
and Boston third. Knowing that Boston 
speech, like its chowder and beans, is 
nearer right than any other, we treated 
this obvious aberration with contemptuous 
silence. Why, what standard American 
English is there outside of Boston? 

But now comes the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch with monumental self-suppression 
to award the palm to Louisville, Ky. That 
it dismisses Boston “Boston English should

very foundations of local pride have crum- 
bled.

Our nature being what it is, there, is 
some satisfaction in reading of a time 
when Prussia was not pushing neighbor 
states around, but was on the receiving end | 
of some heavy pushes itself. This was less 
than three centuries ago, when Frederick 
William, elector of Brandenburg, ruled also 
Prussia and Cleve, and had an intermit- 
tent hold on Pomerania. These were weak 
economically and backward in military 
strength. 

Frederick William had to bow alternate- 
ly to the King of Poland, the Swedes, the 
Qutch and the Grand Monarch, Louis XIV 
of France. Alternately begging and black- 
jacking provincial diets for a constant in- 
crease of military strength, Frederick Wil- 
liam gained the title Great Elector by driv- 
ing the Swedes from Brandenburg in 1675. 
So long as the Hohenzollerns ruled the 
Reich, the Great Elector was honored as 
the founder of German military power and 
the forerunner of Frederick the Great. 

“There is something insatiable about con- 
quest,” writes the author, professor emeri- 
tus of modern history in the University of 
Chicago. “Once begun, it goes on and on 
until it is at last stopped by the cumula- 
tive resistances which itself creates. Think- 
ers of a religious turn have tended to ex- 
plain it by the pregence of evil in the 
world. Biologists have held that nature, 
a reservoir of inexhaustible energy, runs 
to excess in everything. Anthropologista 
have singled out as the motivating force 
of man’s advance the urge to mastery, and 
cannot conceive his giving it up until he 
gives up being man.”

Latin Policy Upheld. 


He goes on to assert that by 
this policy we are neglecting and 
alienating “our true allies,” the 
nations of “the Atlantic commu- 
nity”"—that is, Western Europe 
a&nd Latin America: though in fact 
’ the Rio conference was a triumph- 
ant vindication ‘of. our Latin- 
American policy, and it is surely 
plain to everyone by this time 
that we are now concentrating 
our major efforts on helping and 
supporting our friends in Western 
Europe. 

Then with a breath-taking 
change of pace, Mr. Lippmann 
winds up with a recommendation 
that we should change our ways, 
and concentrate our efforts on 
“a genuine policy,” which “would 
have as its paramount objective 
a settlement which brought about 
the evacuation of Europe” by the 
Russian, American and British 
armies of occupation. 

Mr. Lippmann neglects to men- 
tion that this particular objective 
(which the reader is left to sup- 
pose Mr. Lippmann has thought 
up for himself) has in fact been 
consistently pursued by the State 
Department under both Secretary 
Byrnes and Secretary Marshall; 
has indeed been perhaps the most 
consistent thread running through 
the pattern of our foreign policy 
since the war! 


Burdensome Occupation. 


In negotiating the peace treaties 
with the smaller ex-enemy powers 
last year, for example, Mr, Byrnes 
laid primary emphasis on the ne- 
cessity of relieving the peoples of 
these lands of the burdens of the 
armies of occupation, This was 
the benefit primarily put forward 
by Administration spokesmen in 
urging ratification of the treaties. 

Secretary Marshall went to Mos-

cow for the precise purpose of try- 
ing to get agreement on peace set- 
tlements with Germany and Aus- 
tria which would have completed 
this process of evacuation. This 
will again be the principal subject 
of discussion at the meéting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers in 
November. 

So Mr. Lippmann is urging on 
the one hand that we should stop 
doing what we are not in fact do- 
ing, and on the other that we 
ought to be doing instead some- 
thing we are in fact doing, or at 
least trying our best to do, 


Real Stumbling Block. 


But in all his 14 articles, Mr. 
Lippmann nowhere comes to grips 
with the real difficulty, the real 
stumbling block in Soviet-Amer- 
ican relations, which is simply 
that we have as yet no depend- 
able idea of what the rulers of the 
Soviet Union really want, or what 
conditions, if any, would satisfy 
them. 

Mr. Lippmann makes a faint 
pass at this difficulty when he 
seeks to identify the objectives of 
the Soviet Government with those 
of Tsarist Russia, ignoring once 
more the stubborn facts: the fact 
that the Tsars were not the cham- 
pions of world wide revolution, the 
fact that no Tsar ever entertained 
the idea that his Empire couid 
not endure long as a rival system 
existed in the world, the fact that 
there were always definite limits 
to Imperial ambitions. 

Thus Mr. Lippmann contrives 
to. convey the wholly erroneous 
impression that there are like- 
wise definite and understandable 
limits to the expansionist tenden- 
cies of the present Soviet regime, 
in the very face of all its conduct 
and all its dogma. 


Russian Mainspring. 


One is painfully reminded of the 
eagerness with which some Ameri- 
cans accepted Hitlers successive 
assurances that he “had no fur- 
ther territorial ambitions in Eu- 
rope,” -though actually the Soviet 
Union has given us no such assur- 
ances beyond an occasional sooth- 
ing word from Stalin to the effect 
that he is sure we can come to 
an understanding sometime. 

It is apparent that in this mat- 
ter, Mr. Lippmann is still trying 
to do battle with Mr. “X,"” whom 
he accuses of “a disbelief in the 
possibility .of a settlement,” and 
of “having become _ exclusively 
preoccupied with the Marxian 
ideology and the Communist revo- 
lutions” to the exclusidn of the in- 
heritance of the Russian past. 

In the heat of this self-initiated 
conflict, Mr. Lippmann finds him- 
self actually deprecating the im- 
portance of the Communist factor 
in our estimate of Russian in- 
tentions, though this factor is 
paramount in Russian actions 
and is obviously the mainspring 
of Russian policy toward the rest 
of the world—a fact of which the 
formation of the “Belgrade in- 
ternational” is but the most re- 
cent evidence, . 

In a second article on this 
subject I shall further examine 
the effect of Mr. Lippmann’s con- 
clusions on this curious under- 
estimation of Communism as a 


factor in Russian policy.

“Soviet chief delegate Vishinsky 
met British chief delegate, Hector 
McNeil, in the delegates’ lounge.

“McNeil: ‘How do you do, Mr. 
Vishinsky. And who is leading 
your troops today?’ 

“Vishinsky (startled): “What 
troops? What do you mean? Ex- 
plain yourself.’ 

“McNeil: ‘It’s just a way of ask- 
ing who is going to represent the 
US.S.R. on the committee this 
afternoon.’ 

“Vishinsky: ‘It's a very curious 
way of asking. You think only of 
treops, mobilization and war.’ 

“You see,” concluded this dele- 
gate, “why I have given up trying 
to understand the Russians.” 


Packing Their Dolls? 


Some American experts are be-' 


ginning to believe ‘that the Soviet 
Union is thinking of withdrawing 
from the United Nations. Three 
bits of evidence: the ferocious 
campaign against the U.N. now 
being pushed within the Soviet 
Union; the trumpeting of the for- 
mation at Warsaw of what is now 
called the “Junior Chamber of 
Communism”; the breaking off of 
diplomatic relations with Chile by 
Yugoslavia when its diplomats 
were expelled for fomenting 


strikes in that country. 
All this, plus the harsh tones 


now employed at the U. N, by 
Vishinsky and Bebler of Yugosla- 
via, are convincing some people 
that the Soviet, in some not too 
distant future, may pack up its 
dolis and go home.

ALEXANDRA GALSTON 
ART EXHIBITION OPENS 


Smith Gallery Show Includes 
Water Colors, Batiks, Jew- 
elry and Metalwork. 


New works in several media by 
Alexandra Korsakoff Galston, 
Russian-born St, Louis artist, 


went on view today at Eleanor 
Smith Galleries, 393 North Euclid 


avenue. About 50 exhibits in wa- 


ter color, pastel, batik, jewélry, 
metal work and illustrated and 


illuminated books make up the 
collection. . 

The exhibition is Mrs. Galston’s 
first in five’ years and includes 
six examples of a new technique 
which she has been evolving 


The pictures, on themes connect- 
ed with the war, are marked by 
swirling shapes like the flames 
of a fire in the wind. They can- 
not be called complete abstrac- 
tions, the artist said, because the 
intent was to represent definite 
objects, though with complete 
freedom of expression. 

“Fight to Survive,” painted at 
a time when the outcome of the 
war was uncertain, shows prehis- 
toric monsters in a gruesome 
struggle. Modern imagery of 
planes and bombs was not used 
because the purpose was to sug- 
gest that the war was only a new 
manifestation of age-old human 
cruelty, Mrs. Galston explained. 
Similar pictures are “Sneak At- 
tack” (Pearl Harbor) and “Under- 
water Explosion” (Bikini). 
For*this new kind of graphic 
art, the exhibitor said, she devel- 
oped a combination of methods 
of applying pigment which, to her 
knowledge, has not been used by 
other artists. She begins by paint- 
ing with oils on japan paper and 
finishes with water color, pastel, 
crayon or pen and ink. 

The transparent water colors 


and gouaches are more represent- 


ational in style. They include 
brightly lighted Missouri land- 
scapes and Rocky mountain 
scenes done last summer. “Re- 
laxation,” a seated figure of a 
woman, is a pastel notable for 
its soft, light manner, with the 
paper shining through luminously. 
Another seated woman, an oil, 
is a companion study to the art- 
ist’s “Old Woman,” with which 
she won the Kansas City Art In- 
stitute gold medal for figure 
painting in 1930. “Paul Klee, 
1914” is a cartoon done when 
Mrs. Galston studied under the 
noted Swiss artist. 

Of the batiks, “St. Vincent” is 
not for sale. The central figure 
of the saint is surrounded by 
oriental symbols of rocks pound- 
ed by waves and surmounted by 
clouds to suggest heaven. The 
whole design is executed on bro- 
cade the artist brought from 
China, where she spent eight 
years.

“Golden Feather,” by Baritone 
Saxophonist Harry Carney, and 
“Golden Cress,” by ‘Trombonist 
Lawrence Brown. Clarinetist 
Jimmy MHamilton’s “Air Condi-

ly, but otherwise uninspiring. 

A pleasant, surprise was the 
abundance of Ellington’s piano 
work. “Frankie and Johnny” was 
mostly his; a chuckle-getter was 
his “Dancers in Love,” in stop- 
time, with bandsmen clicking 
their fingers.

LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The man who first set Babe 
Ruth’s steps on the road to base- 
ball immortality is dead. 

The Rev. Brother Gilbert, 
C.F.X., 62, died yesterday from a 
cerebral hemorrhage while kneel- 
ing in his pew during retreat sery- 
ices at Keith Academy, Roman 
Catholic boys’ high school where 
he had been superior for nine 
years. 

In New York, Ruth said “his 
death comes as a great personal 
shock. It deprives America and 
the kids of a great man.” 

It was back in 1914 when 
Brother Gilbert, always interested 
in athletics and boys, took time 
off from his baseball coaching at 
Mount St. Joseph’s College in Bal- 
timore to look over a couple of 
proteges at nearby St. Mary’s In- 
dustrial School. 

Standing near the _ sidelines, 
Brother Gilbert spotted a gan- 
gling, left-handed catcher with a 
great throwing arm. The kid 
looked awkward, catching in only 
a pair of blue overalls and a mask. 

On the strength of the 19-year- 
old’s performance that afternoon, 
Brother Gilbert took him to his 
friend, Jack Dunn of the Balti- 


League. Dunn made a pitcher of 
the yeungster, who later was to 
become the game’s greatest home 
run hitter. 

Born Philip Cairnes in Somer- 
ville, Mass., Brother Gilbert en- 
tered the Order of St. Francis 
Xavier 46 years ago. 

Funeral services will be held in 
St. Peter’s Church, Lowell, 
Wednesday morning, and burial 
will be at St. John’s Preparatory 
School in Danvers, Mass.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
John Henry Titus, who claimed 
authorship of the original version 
of “The Face on the Barroom 
Floor,” died last night in Bellevue 
Hospital of injuries suffered when 
his trailer was turned over by the 
hurricane which swept West Palm 
Beach, Fla., Sept. 18. He was 94 
years old. 

Poet, lecturer and former leather 
merchant, Titus never established 
clear title to authorship of the 
famous ballad. Most of the glory 
went to Hugh Antoine D’Arcy, an 
actor late in the last century; who 
died in 1925. The version by Titus 
was published in the Ashtabula 
(O.) Sentinel in 1872. He was said 
to have written 1800 poems but 
with small financial success.

Holders of 
fixed-interest and fixed-dividend 
securities may have tired of see- 
ing their purchasing power spir- | ‘ 


ited away by higher prices, by in- 
flation. So maybe they’re doing a 
bit of switching to common 
shares. High grade common 
stocks return 4 pct. to 5 pet. 
these days, as against less 
than 3 pct. on top-grade corpora- 
tion bonds. In 1929 just the re- 
verse was true. 

The upturn in stock prices 
contrasts with what happened 
13 months ago. Last September 
stocks broke badly, generated a 
feeling of industrial misconfi- 
dence, and undoubtedly had 
much to do with the rush of 
pessimistic business forecasts. 
Question: If the market pushes. 
to new highs, will it result in 
wild bullishness, industrial over- 
confidence, and perhaps specu- 
lation? All leading to a fall? 

There’s another factor influenc- 
ing the bond market. Money is a 
bit tighter. Corporations have 
been borrowing from banks at an 
all-time record rate; also they’ve 
been getting loans direct from in- 
surance companies. Only last 
week a large tobaccp company got 
a 30-million-dollar additional cred- 
it from an insurance company. 
And another business concern bor- 
rowed eight million: dollars from 
two insurance companies. So 
banks and insurance companies 
are not going into the open mar- 
ket to buy bonds. 

Will Reins Be Pulled? 

This could be an important tip- 
off. It’s hard to say. Whenever 
interest rates start rising, when- 
ever banks begin worrying about 
whether they, have sufficient: re- 
serves to make loans, then a slight 
halter is put on business. It gets 
harder to raise money to expand. 
That could well be a check against 
continued increase in corporation 
inventories; and, in time, it could 
lead to de-stocking—to paying off 
loans— and perhaps to a commod- 
ity price drop. So, keep your eye 
on the money market as well as 
the stock market.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20 (AP) —A new high 
since 1917 was established by wheat futures 
on the Board of Trade today when the De- 
cember contract sold at $3.07 a bushel. 

Buying was based upon a hike in the Gov- 
ernment flour buying price, reports that east- 
ern bankers were making inquiries for flour and 
eontinved dry weather in the Southwestern win- 
ter wheat belt, 

The strength of wheat caused some buying 
of other grains, but corn showed a tendency to 
lag behind the market because of favorable 
crop curing weather and price decline for live 
hogs. 

In the spot market No. 2 hard wheat sold 
at $3.11, a new high since 1920, when the le 
record a $3.50 was made in the cash market. 

Today's peak for wheat compared with an 
all-time high of $3.25 made 
1917. On only three days in the 
nearly 100 years of activity has wheat sold 
higher than today—on May 9, May 10 and 
May 11, 1917. 

The production and marketing administration 
raised the price at which it will buy flour for 
export to foreigh countries. Advances ranged 
from 75 to 80 cents a hundred pounds, de- 
pending upon quality.

ASE O-261: A few years ago a public official invited me to 

accompany him on his speaking tours so I could offer 

‘psychological counsel. The present case deals with a trip 
to Des Moines, where he was to deliver a banquet address at 
‘a State Republican rally. We 
sat in the hotel room for al- 
most half an hour beyond 
the time we were to have 
gone into the banquet hall. 
“What ig causing the de- 
lay?” I inquired casually. 
“Well, you probably know 
how these things turn out,” 
the chairman of the rally re- 
plied, with a deprecating 
gesture. “We are having 
trouble over who shall be 
at the speaker’s table “One 
faction has suddenly decided it doesn’t want us to permit a 
certain man to sit at the speaker’s table. It seems pathetic, 
doesn't it, with such critical conditions confronting our nation, 
that our party rally should degenerate into. such kindergarten 
stuff? Dr. Crane, why are adults so petty and childish?” 

x * * 

IN A RECENT case record, I explained that people may 
be emotionally childish despite a college education and gray 
hair or bald pate. Indeed, few people seem capable of long 
submerging their selfish interests in devotion to great causes 
or co-operative ventures. Pettiness soon creeps into every 
organization, not even excluding the church. George Wash- 
ington, as well as Abraham Lincoln, encountered this same 
selfishness and insubordination. Although every great leader 
is devoted to a remote goal, his assistants are not always so 
far-sighted and unselfish. Even Jesus found a few of his 
Aposties wrangling over who should sit on his right hand in 
heaven. Just think, after three years with Christ, - those 
Aposties let themselves get into a kindergarten quarrel! 


WHEN YOU TEND fe saithias -Snaee over such petti- 
ness, however, just remember that those same Apostles finally 
did mature emotionally. They became pre-eminent for their 
unselfishness, and later died as martyrs. So they redeemed 
themselves for their previous jealousy. College fraternities 
and sororities are also guilty of petty political feuds and wire- 
pulling. And so are university professors! Why, when I re- 
turned to our psychology department at Northwestern Univer- 
sity from my five years teaching in the East, I found three 
separate and basically hostile factions. In fact, without utter- 
ing a word, I “inherited” the immediate dislike of one psychol- 
ogy faction when | arrived, simply because I was the protege of 
a professor whom another faction hated.

SO THE GREATEST psychological need of this age is to 
mature emotionally. But how can we grow up in our emo- 
tions? The formula was stated 1900 years ago in a mountain- 
side address, and psychologists haven't improved on it since. 
“Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them... .” Tight rope walkers cannot 
succeed if they focus their gaze on their feet. They must fixate 
a distant object in the wings of the theater. In similar fashion, 
we attain social poise and emotional maturity only when we 
lose ourselves in devotion to some distant goal or worthy en- 
terprise outside ourselves, Moreover, we need to become cru- 
saders, The Christian church has offered the best prophylaxis 
for unhappiness and neurotic conditions. It changes Silas 
Marner selfishness and Scrooge avariciousness into whoelsome 
generosity. But don’t blame the church for occasional church 


- nespeeainegi who act petty and jealous. Always console yourself 
'by remembering there were a few Apostles who did the same 


thing right at the dinner table beside Jesus!

made three tricks by sacrific- 

ing one trick, but he overlooked 
this outstanding bargain. 

South, dealer.

The bidding: ‘ 
South. West. North. East, 
ldiamond iliheart 2clubs Pass . 
2 spades Pass 3clubs Pass | 
3notrump Pass Pass Pass 


West opened the heart king and 
declarer won. Declarer’s first 
(and only) thought was that if 
the diamonds broke 2-2 he could 
cash two rounds, then cash the 
club jack, then lead a low dia- 
mond to dummy, after which he 
would rattle off the club suit and 
finally use dummy’s* 
diamond as the means of entry 
to his own hand, for the cashing 
of a fifth diamond. This was a 
pretty picture, but it did not ma- 
terlalize when East showed out 
on the second lead of diamond. 


Thoroughly disgusted, declarer 
cashed his remaining diamonds, 
then overtook the clnb jack. If 
the club suit had broken 3-3 (an 
unlikely event) three overtricks 
still would have been brought in, 
but East’s club stopper held the 
declarer to his contract. Later, 
South was highly disgruntled to 
find that he was almost “bottom” 
on the board. 

The kindest thing to say about 
declarer’s play is that he was the 
victim of an optical illusion. After 
the diamond suit was found to 
break 3-1, declarer should have 
abandoned his hope of bringing 
home all the clubs and all the dia- 
monds. He should have drawn 
West’s last diamond in order to 
establish dummy’s diamond eight 
as an entry, then cashed the club. 
jack, and finally led a low dia- 
mond to the eight. Now the club 
suit would have an excellent, in- 
stead of a bad chance to produce 
six tricks! True, declarer would 
be left with an uncashed good 
diamond in his hand, but he would 
have picked up three club tricks 
by this sacrifice! At no time 
would the suggested plan jeopard- 
ize the contract, since a 5-1 club 
break — certainly not to be ex- 
pected — would still permit de- 
clarer to win one heart, four 
clubs, and four diamonds,
